Incidentally, it does not omit to mention 
James Hamilton Lewis anc his possible quali- 
fications as an ambassador—if he should slip 
up on the senatorship—these qualifications 
including oratory, equipment as a linguist, 
and traveler, and “‘things of their order.’’ 

The particular post for which James Hamil- 
ton Lewis (as the political correspondent of 
the Chicago Evening Post) picked James 
Hamilton Lewis, the politician, was that of 
the ambassadorship to France or Austria. 
By a subtie depreciation, of the colonel’s abil- 
ity as a politician his availability asa diplo- 
mat is strongly brought out. 

President Elect Wiison is pointed out as an 
ingrate who, for expediency'’s sake, tosses 
into the discard friends and political allies. 


¢ How Letter Became Public. 

The path traveled by the colonel’s political 
essay before it reached publication was a 
devious one. The editor of the Post had 
nothing whatever to do with it, and no one 
Was more surprised than he when the docu- 
ment was printed in Peoria. Two thought- 
less Correspondents and a politician who tok 
advaniage of a confidence reposed in him 
seem to be the chief actors fn the affair. 

The persona! letter to the editor of the Post 
accompanying the article urged that the col- 
onel's authorship be not disclosed.

The Colonel’s Political Gossip. 

The colone!l's political essay is as follows:

Only 18 Senators Support Pres- 
ident’s Disapproval of 
Literacy Test. 


HOUSE TO FOLLOW SUIT. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb, 18.—([ Special. J— 
The most emphatic repudiation of a presi- 
dential veto given by the senate in a gen- 
eration was the action of that body today on 
Mr. Taft's disapproval of the immigration 
bill establishing the literacy test for aliens 
entering this country. 

By a vote of 72 to 18 the senate repasaed 
the bill without change over the veto. The 
opponents of the veto had 12 votes more 
than the necessary two-thirds of those 


present. 


Only Eighteen Support Taft.

House to Back Senate. 

The bill was sent to the house tonight 
and the motion to pass oyer the veto will 
be made tomorrow. 

It is practically a certainty that more than 
the necessary two-thirds vote will be forth- 
coming. 

Representative Sabath of Chicago, who 
has been prominent in fighting the measure, 
admitted tonight that the house will over- 
ride the veto. He is not counting on more 
than ninety votes in support of the presi- 
dential rejection. 

During the short debate on the bill Pres!i- 
dent Taft's attitude was vigorously criticised. 
Support of his position was voiced by only 
a few senators. Senators Lodge and Dilling- 
ham, leading the fight to override the presi- 
dent, @eclared the measure contained so 
many important provisions for the exélusion 
of criminal, diseased, and insane aliens that 

eat harm would result to the United 
States if it did not become & law. 


Lodge Talks to Beat Veto. 

“J fall to understand why it is that the 
United States alone among nations is not 
thaught to have the right that all nations 
have to say who shall come within Ite bor- 
ders,” said Senator Lodge. “1t is the only 
country in the world where it is argued that 
people born in other countries who never 
have seen the United States are entitled to 
certain rights therein. 

“Tt is for the citizens of the United States 
to say who shall come into their country. 
That is a primary right. Still leas do I under- 
stand this extreme opposition to requiring 
that a man shall be able to read before he 
enters the United States. We do not allow a 
man to. become a part of our body politic 
unless he can read and write his name, 


Literacy Test for U. S. Citizens, 

“ We do not hesitate to apply a literacy test 
to our own people. Why is it we should hesi- 
tate to apply it to a foreigner? 

“The opposition to this test is at the bot- 
tom the same opposition that is mace to 
every effort to improve our immigration laws 
or to restrict in any degree the number of 
immigrants. It comes from the steamship 
companies. For twenty-five years we have 
met that opposition at every turn. It is here 
today.” 

“My reason for suppor‘ing the biil,” said 
‘Benator Williams, “is chat I am afraid of 
ignorance. I am afraid of the man who 
strikes out blindly to overcome the wrongs 
‘he thinks exist.”

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ONE OBJECT LESSON 


to Mrs. Overshiner and Ex- 
corlates Her Husband. 


“BAY LOOP LIFE” BLAMED 


Stenographer’s Wedding with 
Wealthy Man Followed by 
Fast Living. 


HUSBAND CALLED “NOT A MAN” 


Judge Marcus Kavanagh granted Mre. 
Florence W. Overshiner a divorce from Eils- 
worth J, Overghiner, former head of the 
Swedish-American Telephone company, yes- 
terday. The decision in which the court's 
judgment was embodied was probably the 
most biting excoriation of a husband ever 
delivered im a divorce court in Cook county. 

With the testimony in the Overshiner case 
still fresh in the memories of his hearers, 
and giving emphasis to all he had to say, 
Judge Kavanagh delivered a lecture on “* The 
Gay Life ’—life in Chicago’s loop cafés. 

“ The gay life,”’ said he, * had destroyed the 
family relation as it should have existed be- 
tween Overshiner and his wife. It had made 
the husband the betrayer of his bride's 
womanhood. The conditiong that it had 
created for them made their marriage a 
farce.” 


Blames Husband for Wife’s Faults. 

The court indicated plainly that he con- 
sidered the husband to blame for al) this. 
Overshiner, who is a wealthy man, had mar- 
He had 


established her in a $10,000 apartment. He 
had taught her to drink. He had led her to 
regard the gaudy cafés of Chicago’s loop 
district as her playground. The effect, said 
the court, had been to set influences to work 
that had sapped the foundations of the girl's 
chafacteé®. Yet, he said, ne proof of wrong- 
doing had been brought against her. 
Without palliating in the least the wife's 
conduct during their married life, the court 
pointed out that it was the duty of the hus- 
band, not only as the older of the two but 
as the man, to guide and cherish the woman. 
This, he said, Overshiner had failed to do, 


Scored for “Free Love License.” 

The judge was especially bitter in his ref- 
erence to the “license which Overshiner 
had introduced in evidence just before the 
trial closed. This “license” Was a paper 
purporting to have beer signed by the wife, 
which gave consent to the husband's liaisons 
with other women. The document, said the 
court, was unspeakable. 

When Judg¢ Kavanagh concludec his 
speech from the bench Overshiner got up 
and stole out of the courtroom. The crowd 
saw him and jeered. Friends of Mrs. Over- 
shiner started a demonstration in favor of 
the wife. The court directed the bailiffs to 
suppress it, 

The amount of alimony to be awarded and 
the question of the custody of the Over- 
shiner’s son, Channing, will be decided this 
morning. 

Declares Man Beat Young Wife. 

“The moral caltber of this man is some- 
thing I do not'care to discuss,” said Judge 
Kavanagh in starting his decision. “ That 
he beat this young girl is beyond question.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[(Special.}— 
Official Washington regards as “‘ extremely 
unfortunate, illogical and unnatural ” the se- 
lection of Gem. Huerta as provisione! presi- 
cent of Mexico in succession of the over- 
thrown president, Francisco I. Madero. 

The arrest of Madero and his brother, Gue- 
tavo, was Officially confirmed by a dispatch 
received at 11 o’clock tonight from Ambas- 
sador Wilson. 

Huerta’s elevation is due to the treachery 
of Gen. Blanquet, the man upon whom Ma- 
dero relied. It is ascribed to a mercenary 
military arrangement, which will arouse 
the violent anger of the Maderistas and will 
not be accepted by Zapata, the revolution- 
ary ehief who has exercised practical con- 
trol over a large region in the neighborhood 
of Mexico City, or by Orosco. 


Predicts Series of Revolutions. 

The administration fears that Mexico has 
embarked upon a never ending series of revo- 
lution and counter revolution, which will 
terminate only by American intervention, 
This condition -will necessitate the United 
States keeping constantly ready a large mili- 
tary force, prepared to move at a moment's 
notice into the disturbed country. 

Had De la Barra been named as provisiona!] 
president the administration believes that 
with his large influence he would have been 
able to pacify the warring elements of the 
republic. 

Huerta as a military commander, who tn- 
flicted a signal defeat upon Orozco, and 
who has been an object of jealousy among 
the leaders, must continue to use the sword, 
it is expected, In order to maintain his gov- 
ernment. 

The overthrow of Madero lays bare a deep 
laid scheme on the part of the ousted officia) 
to keep himself in power at the expense of 
the United States. 

Madero Caught in Own Trap. 

It developed today that Madero’s appeal 
to President Taft not to intervene wes in- 
tended to secure a declaration from this 
government which would line up Mexicans— 
federals and rebels—behind Madero to resist 
American invasion. 

In a way, this action was similar to the 
plan recommended by Seward. when sec- 
retary of state to Lincoln, under which the 
United States was to inaugurate a war 
against Europe and thus arouse a state of 
patriotism for the common country in the 
south. Lincoln declined to take the course 
suggested by Seward, and confined himself 
to efforts to suppress the rebellion, 

Macero had not the wisdom of Lincoln 
and his retirement is the result. 


Madero Misled Mexicans. 

It appears, according to telegrams from 
Rear Admiral Southerland and other sources. 
that Madero flooded Mexico with dispatches 
announcing that the United States was as- 
sembling military forces for the purpose of 
occupying Mexico, and appealed to federals 
as well as to rebels to stand behind him in 
maintaining the integrity of the country. 

Following the circulation of these reports 
Madero telegraphed to President Taft that 
he had been informed that the United States 
‘has ordered to set out for the porte of 
‘Mexico war vessels with troops to disembark 
and come to this capital to give guarantees 
of safety to Americans," and that the dis- 
embarkation of troops would cause “a con-

CALLS SESSION OF AMBASSADORS 


Mexico City, Feb. 18.—Francisco I. Madere 
has been forced out of the presidency. He 
was arrested at the national palace shortly 
before 3 o'clock this afternoon by Gen. Blan- 
quet. Letter he voluntarily signed his resig- 
nation. | 

Gen. Victoriano Huerta, commander of the 
federal troops, was proclaimed provisional 
president. | 

About the\time Madero was seized by Blam 
quet the president's brother, Gustavo Ma- 
dere, former minister of finance, wae ar 
rested by Gen. Huerta, who was dining with 
him in a public restaurant. 

Whole Cabinet Arrested. 

All members of the cabinet were promptly 
placed under arrest, with the exception of 
Ernesto Madero, the uncle of the presiéent,. 
who held the portfolio of finance. He was 
“tipped off” and managed to make his es- 
cape. 

Up to a late hour the vice president of the 
republic, Jose Pino Suarez, had not been 
found. Detachmente of troops were search- 
ing for him. ; & 

Family of Madero Flees. 

The women members of the Madero family 
who were in Chapuitepee castle, were 
whisked away by friends who had learned of 
the coup at the national palace. 

Telegrams have been sent.to the governors 
of the states notifying them of the proclama- 
tien of Huerta as provisional president, and 
also to the military commanders, assuring 
them that general elections will be held for 
president. 

Gen, Huerta made a speech from the bal- 
cony of the palace to the assembled crowda. 
He declered that he had no personal ambi- 
tion, and announced himself a military gov- 
ernor, and Gen Bilanquet as military com- 
mander of the federal district. 

Arrest Causes Sensation. 

Notwithstanding the fact. that some deA- 
nite action was expected today, the coup 
d'état at the palace caused a sensation and 
the exact statue of affairs -could not bé as- 
certained for several hours. 

The direct movement againet Madero wae 
the result of a plot which had been brewing 
since yesterday and which possibly existed 
with Blanquet for a much greater length of 
time. 

From the first it had been known that Gen. 
Blanquet was unwilling to fight. His men 
were of the same mind. He held complete 
command over them and tt was not doubted 
that they would follow him in any adventure, 
and this they did at the national pelace this 
afternoon. , , 

The forces numbering 1,000 men which 
arrived late yesterday were sent immedi- 
ately to the palace, ostensibly to reMeve the 
reserves there. The reserves were sent inte 
the field. 

Blanquet Stirs Up Troops. ; 

An agreement between Gens. Blanquet and 
Huerta was reached last night, but the first 
intimation that Blanquet’s men had of the 
new role they were to play was shortly be- 
fore the successful stroke was made. Blan- 
quet drew his men up in order and delivered 
a stirring speech. : 

“This inhuman battle must end,’ he said. 
“The time has come when some drastie 
means must be taken to stop a conflict ie 
which father is killing son and brother f@ 
fighting against brother; when noncombeat- 
ants are sharing the fate of war—and all this 
because of the caprice of one man.” | 

Bianquet then issued orders for the arrest 
of the president and assigned a detachment 
to that duty. 

| Madero Fights Against Arrest. 

The arrest of the president took place in the 
hall of the ambassadors, When the presi 


dent entered the room he found ail theem- 
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on the charge of firing without orders. 
Several Wounded in Struggle. 
A tew loyal. members of Madero’s siaff 


struggling with the soldiers and went to his 
rescue, but ineffectually. 
pointed chief of police, advanced upon Col. 
Riveroll, shooting and wounding him seri- 
ously. Immediately there was an exchange 
of shots, and three or four members of the 
president's staff are said to have been 
wounded, 

One reason given for the attitude of Gen. 
‘Blanquet from the beginning was the pres- 
ence of his son in the ranks of Diaz. 

Diaz Agrees to Huerta’s Choice. 

When the arrest of the president and his 
ministers became known, crowds gathered in 
the streets, through which they paraded, 
shouting “ Vivas” for Huerta and Diaz. A 
conference was held between the representa- 
tives of these two generalsand an agreement 
was reached whereby the appointment of 
Gen. Huerta to the provisional presidency 
was prociaimed. 

Prior to this, however, Huerta’s attempt to 
communicate with Diaz precipitated one of 
the sharpest engagemnts of the day. 

Battle Half Hour; Quit. 

The fire from the rebel rifles and machine 
guns was long sustained. It was by no means 
certain at that time that the coup which 
had been carried out meant the end of hos- 
tilities. 

At 8:30 in the afternoon the cannonading 
was on still heavier than before and the rat- 
tle of machine guns was heard in various 
quarters. . At that time San Francisco street 
was being cieared by Huerta as if he were ex- 
pecting an attack. 

A half hour later the order to cease firing 
Was sounded and the battle was over. 
® Hiad Madero refused to write his resigna- 
‘tion after a reasonable time it had been 
planned to send him with his family to Vera 
Cruz, where they would be given the choice 
of outgoing vessels, 

Gen. Delgado, who acted as the emissary of 
.Madero in the negotiations for an armistice 
Sunday, hes been arrested. Huerta and his 
‘gupporters cid not truest Delgado to come 
into their plan. 

Lay Trap for Madero’s Brother. 

The finest irony attended the arrest of Gus- 
tavo Madero, the brother of the president, 
distinguished as a politician, to whose door 
most of the evils of the administration have 
been laid. 

He had invited Gen. Huerta to luncheon at 
the Gambrinus, a popular restaurant. This 
was a custom with Gustavo Madero in win- 
Gen. Huerta, however, had in- 
In a room 


ning favor. 
vited guests unknown to his host. 
adjoining he had stationed a detachment of 
Chapultepec park guards. 

All were preparing to take their seats when 
at a signal from Huerta the officer in com- 
mand entered. ‘Pointing a pistol at Madero, 
he announced he was under arrest. At the 
fame moment soldiers filing into the room 
cleared it of all except the principais. 

Gustavo loudly protested against this in- 
dignity, but Gen. Huerta replied in a loud 
voice, condemning the Madero family. 


Huerta Sees Much Service. 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta, named as pro- 
visional president of Mexico, is the former 
commander of the north division of the army 
He has seen much service in the present cam- 
paign and last year fought a number of en- 
gagements against the insurrectos under 
Orozco. 

Huerta retired from his command last De- 
cember and was offered a post in the war de- 
partment. 

When the Diaz revolt began in the capital, 
Huerta led the government troops, and was 
named as post commander of Mexico City 
when Gen. Villar was wounded. 

Ambassador Wilgon late tonight summoned 
alii the foreign diplomats to a conference at 
the American embassy.

Mexico City, Feb. 17.—[By courier to Vera 
Cruz, Feb. 18.}—All the) horrors of a bom- 
bardment have béen experienced by the resi- 
dents of this city for many days and to those 
that might be expected have been added the 
effects of vicious machine gun and rifle fire 
in the streets at a range sometimes of less 
than 100 yards. i | 

Scarcely a district of the capital has es- 
caped injury. Over and through every quar- 
ter at some time shells have torn and 
screeched and exploded. Little round ehells 
from the automatic pompoms have added to 
the terror and destruction. 

Hundreds of buildings attest by their hole 
marked sides and wrecked interiors to the 
destructive qualities of modern artillery. 


Dead May Number 2,000. 

How many persons have been killed or 
wounded is a question which none can answer 
with any exactitude. It is doubtful whether 
even the government récords will ever re- 
veal the correct nunrber. 

From a source usually considered careful 
and conservative it has been stated that the 
number of dead is not les$ than 2,000, while 
the total of the wounded amounts to fro 
8,000 to 10,000. 

The great majority of these are not soldiers, 
but men, women, and children unable to es 
cape the lines of fire. 

This estsimate was made after hearing the 
reports of scores of officers'of the White and 
Red Cross societies and of the hospitals. 

It is a well known fact that‘detachments of 
53O and 100 men have been slaughtered here 
and there by machine guns at various times 
when caught in the narrow Streets. 

Carts piled high with bodies have been seen 

going past a certain point toa spot in the out- 
skirts of the city, where the bodies have been 
burned. 2 
Every morning may be seen what appear in 
the zone of the actual fight to be piles of 
burning rubbish. These heaps are for the 
most part rubbish, but the odor of burning 
flesh tells another story. ‘ 
A practical, though grewsoOme, method has 
been utilized in one place. The gas escaping 
from a broken main has Deen lighted and 
there in that steady flame has been tmpro- 
vised a crematory. 


Buries Body of Wife in Cellar. 
In the basement of an apartment house a 
few blocks from the arsenal is the grave of 
Mrs. E. W. Holmes, one.of the two American 
women killed early in the fighting by the 
entrance into her home ofaghell, For three 
days her husband stayed alone there with 
the body unable to remove it and unwilling 
to leave it perhaps to suffér further muti- 
lation. 
Soldiers ente the apartment where he 
kept vigil an ore his eyes robbed the 
place. He mafti®ged to construct a coffin, into 
which he laid the bocy of his wife. He car- 
ried it to the basement and there dug and 
filled her grave. 
The absolute cessation of ail industrial and 
business activity is fast reducing an enor- 
mous numbet of noncombatants to a state 
bordering on starvation. 
The more fortunate are in Many cases able 
to take care of themselves, but the closing of 
the banks has made precarious the’condition 
even of some of these. The provisional bank- 
ing institution established for American.-resi- 
dents has been meeting their demands with 
currency. q 
Aside from the question of money, how- 
ever, the situation has been rendered more 
difficult by the failure of vegetables and 
other farm products to reach the city for 
some days. During the night quantities 
enter, but not nearly enough to supply the 
demand, and meat is something with which 
thousands have had no arquaintance for 
days.

Huerta Conserves Ammunition. 

Gen. Victoriano Huerta, commander in

President Madero’s government stil] was 
confident that it would yet be able to sub- 
jugate Diaz, who, however, remained se- 
renely optimistic. | 


“Diaz to Throw Dynamite Bombs? 
Diaz was said to be planning as a last re- 
sort to use dynamite bombs to clear a way 
for his troops into the national palace. 

In the arsenal there are huge stores of these 
bombs and mortars from which they could 
be fired. The mortars possess a range of 
over 1,000 yards, and those knowing the plan 
of Diaz anticipated an enormous déstruc.- 
tion of property and loss of life should he 
begin to hurl them beyond hig positions.

Three wealthy automobile tire and acces- 
sory dealers have left Chicago since last Fri- 
day, when Robert Webb, the young holdup 
man, was captured. 

The residence of one of the men is boarded 
up. At the other two places, according to the 
police, the doors- are locked and the occu- 
pants have not been seen by the neighbors 
since the afternoon Webb was captured. 

Capt. P. J. Lavin of the Hyde Park sta- 
tion, who has been handling the automobile 
holdup investigation, refused te reveal the 
names of the men. Webb is seid to have 
confessed they. received $15,000 in stolen 
property since the motor car robberies 
started, early last fall. Capt. Lavin has de- 
tectives looking for the men, and says they 


may be captured. 
One Had Given Webb Money 


One of the men who slipped away from the 
police, it is said, furnished Webb the money 
to leave Chicago when he made the trip to 
Alabama after the murder of Detective Peter 
M. Hart. 

‘The same man, according to the police, was 
to give Webb the $300 with which he Was to 
leave Chicago last Friday afternoon when he 
was captured. 

According +o Capt. Lavin, Webb did not give 
out the names of the “ fences’ until yester- 
day. His sister, May Webb, and his uncle, 
John Sillery, visited the confessed murderer 
at the Hyde Park station. 

Webb held his sister in his arms and both 
wept. After the interview Wadbb told the 
captain who the “ fences *’ were. The cap- 
tain immediately sent detectives to the places 
of business and to the homes of the men, but 
they had ieft, 

While the men who have profited most from 
the holdups and thefts of the gang of young 
robbers slipped away from the police, a street 
vender of automobile accessories was ar- 
rested. He was taken in yesterday after- 
noon. He gave the name of Max Rovech and 
his address as 1219 South Jefferson street. 


Webb Helps Out Capture. 

Rovech was locked up at the Hyde Park 
station. Capt. Lavin said he often bought 
stolen jewelry and auto supplies from Webb 

and his gang. Webb was with the detect- 
ives when they arrested Rav ech. 

Late in the afternoon Lieut. John J. Hogan 
of the Fiftieth street station took Webb in 
an automobile and made a round of. the 
places where he confessed the gang had dis- 
posed of stolen property. 

The captain refused to say what was the 
result -of that’ trip. He declared three or 
four other men had been arrested.

“Friends of Smith said that the conduct 
ef Wilson was to make his bid for popularity 
in the west and for the presidential nomina- 
tion. The result was Smith was beaten, was 
out his $70,000 cash, Martine was elected.

Wilson and Harvey 
Mat Harvey’s paper would become the great 
organ of the administration and be to the 
new administration whet Truth in England 
under Labouchere was to the Gladstone ad- 
ministration and what the Outlook is to 
Col. Roosevelt. Even this newspaper ad- 
vantage is denied Harvey. 


Westoott Is Pushed Aside. 

**Judge Westcott, who placed Wilson in 
nomination for the presidency, and who had 
been his great advocate, was set aside at 
the instance of Wilson for Hughes. Con- 
gressman Hughes represented the toiling 
classes in. Paterson and was a candidate for 
the senate against Westcott. The latter was 
a very high order of lawyer and is such, but 
is not known to the masses of hisstate. This 
instance is being pointed to. 

“Tillman of South Carolina took up the 
cause of Wilson in South Carolina, where 
Wilson. hed been @ teacher, and began the 
fight of the south for Wileon. The mention 
of Tillman for place and recognition is now 
bringing from the Wilson people the cry 
that he is too old. 

“ Davies of Wisconsin, it will be remem- 
bered, was a strong advocate of Wilson. 
When things looked gloomy and hopeless he 
was for Wilson. When Clark preaesed Wil- 
consin to the line and beat Wilson, still Da- 
vies was for Wilson. Davies is being pre- 
sented by his friends as a cabinet possibility. 
Promptly the answer comes that he ig too 
young in politics and too lacking of experi- 
ence. He is finding opposition from the west 
as Tillman is from the south, and from Mr. 
Wilson's friends. 


’ Has New Advocates Now. 
“It is said that those who are now con- 
olling President Wilson are his new found 
lends, and are those who were efthér for 
an against Wilson, ready to nominate 
Bryan in the convention, or of those who 
fought Wileon under the guidance of Hearst 
ceaselessly, and only lately became his advo- 
cates. 

““All of these things tm the east are being 
referred to in detail, and it is being prophe- 
gied that Wileon will prove to be what Grover 
Cleveland wes in his first administration—a 
president who appointed to office new found 
friends whose particular record was the want 
ef any activity, either for the man when he 
was a candidate for the office or for the can- 
didate when he was seeking election. 

“It is charged that President Wilson will 
take the position that Cleveland took, that 
political activity of a partisan nature robbed 
the person of the equilibrium and impartial 
attitude of mind necessary to the official. 
Many men who had been so active in the 
matter of the nomination of Wilson have 
been lately snubbed in their efforts to seek 
recognition, and to such -an extent thet the 
eastern headquarters have been wholly aban- 
@doned by those who previously were the ar- 
Gent advocates. 


On the Missouri Situation. 
ilfustrations is strongly brought 
Ex-Gov. Joseph Folk of Missouri, 
when he failed to get the delegation of 
Missouri for himself, became an advocate 
of Wilson against Clark.

“Folk and McAdoo, both being originally 
from Tennessee, are intimate friends. Mc- 
Adoo beholds the situation with regret, but 
the close advisers of Wilson have been im- 
pressed with the statement that Folk has 
no real force in Missouri; that he brought 
disgrace on the state in allowing it to be 
hel® up as the home of boodlers; that to 
mame him ag the representative of Missouri 
would be opposed to the sentiment of the 
Party, as shown by their defeat of Folk in 
his attempt to be a candidate for the presi- 


dency. 
! Folk to Be Dropped. 

“Thus Folk is to be dropped. Wells and 
Francis will be the recognized force of Mis- 
#ouri. 

“In California James (D. Phelan, formerly 
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“Phelan was brought forward es Cali- 
fornia as ite repregentative for the cabinet, 
but he was promptly set aside and the man 
who led the Clark forces and who is the 
spokesman for Mr. Hearst in California— 
Theodore Bell—and who voted against Wil- 
son to the last in convention, will be the man 
recognized in California as the neprerents- 
tive of Wilson. 

“It is claimed that this is done. to pro- 
pitiate Mr. Hearst, and artfully, it is claimed, 
arranged so the propitation shall be in Cali- 
fornia matters. This, it is believed, might re- 
lieve the president elect from having Mr. 
Hearst assume to dictate the New York ap- 
pointments. 


His Olid Supporters to Get Nothing. 

“All of these things have awakened arvund 
New York and in the east the general fear 
that the old and first supporters of the presi- 
dent elect will get nothing—that the new 
men will be th rewarded. These signs are 
permitting James Smith and his friends, who 
claim they were deceived and tricked by the 
president elect when he was governor of 
New Jersey, to say, ‘ Behold, I told you so.’ 
Already a sense of demoralization has set in 
upon the oid guard who were for Wilson asa 
progressive. 

“ They are beginning to feel that his polf- 
cies will be conservative—in some instances 
reactionary—and they are openly charging 
that they will have nothing to hope for in 
view of intimations that have come from 
those who have been lately chosen as spokes- 
men of the president elect. 

“Returning to Harvey, the question is 
being frequently asked, What was the real 
grievance? Theanswer is that it was charged 
that Harvey had obtained money from the 
steel trust, through Morgan, when his two 
papers were in difficult situations, and that 
he was still in debt to them.

Vocational Schools and Development 
of Agriculture Asked.

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
legislative program of the Illinois Bankers’ 
association, involving agricultural develop- 
ment, vocational education in public schools, 
and the starting of a comprehensive good 
roads policy, wae presented today to Gov.

This vast sum, he says, can de raised 
entirely within the estate and the counties, 
put hé expressed a belief;that before long 
the federal gavernment wil. offer its aid 


Wants Cities to Help. 

** Part of the responsibility should rest on 
the federal government, and we will get 
something in the form of national highways 
or postroads, but in the meantime we must 
do something for ourselves. 

“Make the cities help. Illinois is Chi- 
cago’s largest feeder, and Chicago should 
help to pay for the country roads. The same 
help to pay for the country roads.” 

The good roads men were interested in a 
bill presented at the morning session by Sen- 
ator Glackin, providing for the utilization of 
the Illinois and Michigan canal, from Chi- 
cago to Lockport, for an improved highway.

NO ELECTIVE POSTMASTERS. 

The movement for the election of post- 

masters has come from the misuse of the fed- 
eral patronage by President Taft. 

President Taft has irritated many com- 
munities by the appointment of postmasters 
entagonistic to the vast majority of the citi- 
zens for the soleypurpose of maintaining a 
‘political machine. . It is alleged, further- 
more, that many of his appointees have 
been incompetent. 

The proposed remedy would be much 
worse than the evil attacked. Elective post- 
masters would be more political and less 
efficient than appointive postmasters. Whet 
is needed is the placing of postmasters under 
civil service, so that they can and must de- 
yote their attention to public duties and not 
to politics.

ary proposal—a surprising situation for a 
militant progressive Republican.

TOO MUCH APOLOGY. . 

The Hon. David Shanahan may now ex- 

claim with perfect justice of his fellow 
statesman, the legislatively tender George 
Fitch: “ He doth retract too much.” 
’ Mr, Shanahan, protesting with unwonted 
feeling against being embalmed in the living 
literature of the general assembly as the 
mover of a motion to adjourn, said nothing 
about his ears. He neither denied that he 
eould signal a Republican pikemaan to take 
up a strategic position merely by wiggling 
an “ear, nor did he confirm it. He ignored 
it. Evidently he regarded it as of small im- 
portance, or wisely kept off the subject of 
his signals.

RAILROAD TERMINALS. 

Greatly interested as the city must be in 
the plans of the Pennsylvania railroad to 
build a splendid terminal to supplant the 
present shack, it cannot be prepared to sub- 
mit without demur to a scheme whicltmeets 
merely the railroading necessities of the 
roads which will use the new station.

WHO Is HIS “PULL?” 

When Tum Trisune coined the phrase 
“Tearneyism” it explained that the thing 
intended was a system, not the activities of 
one man. Tearney is pretty small potatoes, 
a petty boss, an obscure official; The im- 
portance of his punishment lies not in his 
own importance but in that of the evil he 
exemplifies. No community can afford to 
endure that because a man is in politics he 
should be above the laws and regulations 
by which all other citizensare bound. Tear- 
ney’s offenses were not in themsilves neg- 
ligible, for the closing ordinance is founded 
on serious cousiderations of the public wel- 
fare. But Tearney’s immunity from prose- 
cution, as a result of his official place in 
the city counci] and his political activities, 
made these offenses stil] more serious. 

In short, Tearney, as an example of the 
alliance between lawbreaking ard politica, 
was and is worthy of thorough handling. 
His prosecution, forced in spite of significant 
official reluctance, has reached the point of 
conviction in court and the imposition of 
fines in the total of $720, exclusive of costs. 

There are the further questions of his 
fitness to hold a dramshop license and to 
sit as a member of the council. The former 
is for the mayor to decide, the latter for 
the council. 

What will they do? 

Tearneyism, however, as we have said, 
is not all Tearney. The alliance of politics 
and lawbreaking is always with us, and has 
more sinister ramifications than those ex- 
posed in the case of the ordinance defying 
alderman. | 

Thus we have the case of the habitual 
malefactor, Riley, cited by Judge Gemmill 
and referred to in this place yesterday.

there were many exceedingly old 
people in Bulgaria. He also heard 
that the sour milk in Bulgaria was 
the sourest ever heard of. 

He grew some bacilli from this sour milk, 
and he found that they could produce about 
four times as much acid as the ordinary 
stable variety, and that, when the milk be- 
came extremely sour, instead of curling up 
and dying, they were just getting in good 
fighting trim. Therefore, he recommended 
Bulgarian bacilli as a preventive of senility. 

At once everybody went to it. They 
gained no good from it. Why? Because 
the manufacturer went out to the stable, 
scraped up any and every old acid produc- 


acid cultures that gould scarcely sour milk, 
to say nothing of licking colon bacilli in mor- 
tal combat. 


—_- 
The people who took them did not know 
what they were trying to accomplish. They 
took lactic tablets as they were accustomed 


The object sought is to get lactic acid 
bacilli to growing and fighting in one’s 
large intestine, to make them at home there, 


this microbe—a result that cannot be meas- 
uréd by the same standard as can quinine 
pills and headache powders. 

The method itself was a perfect one. 
The germs that produce acid live on sugar. 
The food sugars commonly absorb out of 
the intestines within fifteen feet of the 
stomach. The fight against the germs which 
produce indols and phenols does not begiu 
until the food has traveled thirty feet down 
the intestine from the stomach. 

How to keep the sugars in the intestine 
for the lactic bacilli to feed on that they 
might fight was the question. Metchnikoff 
concluded that it could not be done, go he 
set himself to find a way to make sugar for 
the germ to feed on. 

He found some germs which could do 
that. He now recommends t¥at this germ 
be combined with the lactic acid producer. 
Just what is to be done was the subject of 
last Sunday’s story. 

However, Metchnikoff says he is sure the 
method is not complete, and many changes 
will have to be made before the Methuselah 
type of man is made universal. 

That does not spell defeat, however. Tlie 
automobile today is quite different from 
the monstrosity that caused Ford's arrest in 
Detroit a quarter of a century ago.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


OR the first time in 300 years the his- 

toric name of Colonna is missing from 

the list of principal lay dignitaries of 

the papacy, as enumerated in the 

“Annuario Pontificio,” or ‘“‘ Gerar- 

chia,’’ for 1913, just issued by’ the vatican, 

and which is the official annual of the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 

When the late Marc Antonio, twelfth 
Prince of Colonna, twelfth Duke of Paliano 
and of Marino, etc., died last year without 
male issue the hereditary office of prince as- 
sistant of the pontifical throne should have 
gone, along with all his other dignities and 
honors, to his brother and successor, Don 
‘Fabrizio Colonna, married to Dona Olimpla 
Doria. 

Don Fabrizio is, however, a senator of the 
kingdom of Italy and a general of Italian 
cavalry, and so thoroughly identified with 
the court of the Quirinal and with the Italian 
government that he declined to sacrifice them 
for the sake of the high office awaiting him 
at the vatican. 

This being the case, he was relieved of the 
dignity of prince assistant of the pontifical 
throne, as of course it was out of the ques- 
tion for him to hold it in conjunction with 
a seat in the Italian senate and a commission 
in the Italian army. 

_ 

As Prince Philip Orsini, the other prince 
assistant of the pontifical throne, was, years 
ago, overtaken by ruln and disaster, and de- 
prived. by the Italian courts of the control 
of his property as a spendthrift at the in- 
stance of his family, and has in consequence 
been unable to fulfill his duties at the court 
of the vatican, the pope is now on state oc- 
casions deprived of the support of one of the 
most.picturesque features of his entourage.

During his lifetime Don Maroc . Antonio 
Colonna presented an impressive appear- 
ance at every ceremony in which the pontiff 
appeared, standing immediately to the right 
of the holy father on the dais beside the 
throne, arrayed in a sixteenth century cos- 
tume of black silk, with slashed doublet and 
hose, black silk stockings, silver buckled 
shoes, lace ruff and collar and lace sleeves, 
rapier with a steel hilt, eto. 

—. 


The office of “stator proximus a solle 
pontificis maximi’’ dates back to the reign 
of Sixtus V., and was conferred by that 
pontiff upon the chiefs of the two hduses 
of Colonna and of Orsini of the day with the 
object of putting an end to the ware which 
had until) that time been carried on for 
hundreds of years by these two rival families 
against each other. | 

From the eleventh to the sixteenth century 
the fights between the Colonnas and the Or- 
sinis constantly caused blood to flow in the 
streets of Rome. 

At length, when an Orsini and a Colonna 
had so far forgotten the respect due to the 
masterful Pope Sixtus V. as to draw their 
Swords upon each other when in his pres- 
enc, he, with the object of parting them, 
ordered thé one to take up his position on the 
right of the papal throne and the other on 
the left, and subsequently, on the express un- 
Gerstanding that peace between the two 
families should thenceforth be maintained, 
he converted into hereditary dignities these 
positions to the right and left of the throne, 
the Oreinis and Colonnas taking turns on 
the right. 

They also took turns prior to 1870, when 


th’ popes were still accustomed to drive

The Colonna family, which has furnished 
at least half a dozen popes to the Catholic 
church, including Marcel, who reigned in 
ous. and Martin V., who occupied the chair 
of St. Peter in 1417, owes, according to tradi- 
tion, its name to the possession of what is 
alleged to be a portion of the column to 
which Christ was tied when scourged on the 
eve of his crucifixion, and which ts still 
preserved as a sacred heirloom, having been 
brought from Jerugalem in the first century 
ef the Christian era.

the grand old Colonna paiace at Rome, which 
was built in the fourteenth century on the 
Square of the Aposties, and which has had 
among its occupants Popes Martin V. and 
Julius II., as well as that celebrated Car- 
dinal Borromeo, subsequently canonized as 
St. Charles,

The widow of the late Don Marc Antonio 
Colonna, who was the chief of the family 
until last year, is insane as the result of 
a romantic tragedy of many years ago. 

One of her two daughtersis married to Don 
Angelo Chigi, the other, a dame du palais 
of the queen, is the wife of Prince Teano, 
eldest son and heir of the Duke of Sermoneta 
and head of the house of Gaetani. She-has 
achieved considerable fame as an aviator.

It must thoroughly be understood that ir 
the present chief of the house of Colonna has 
been deprived of his hereditary dignity of 
Prince assistant of the pontifical throne it 
is solely and entirely becauge of his refusal 
to abandon his official relations with the 
ItaNan court and government. There was 
no question, as 80 many people seem to be- 
Heve, of his sacrificing hie social connec- 
tions. 

When his elder brother, the late Mare An- 
tonio, succeeded on the death of his father, 
to the post of prince assistant he readily 
gave up his commission in the army and his 
office of principal chamberlain to Queen 
Margaret, but utterly declined to sever his 
social relations with ail the friends/he had 
formed in the White aristocracy.

Quate, according to a report made yes- 
terday to Judge Owens by the county 

 ., Board of visitors. 
Of the thirty-two institutions receiving chi)- 


dren from the court only four have any estab- 


lished provision for placing out and. superyi- 
sion,” the report says. In the inspection of an 
organization placing in society fifty-six souls, 
the superintendent explained that children had 
been» placed in Wisconsin, Michigan,. Iowa, In- 
diana, and Illinois during the year, and that no 
written application or definite agreement on the 
part of parents taking children is necessary. 

These homes are investigated by letter in 
almost every case. Finally the superintendent 
said, ‘as to supervising the children by visits, 
I go whenever the family requests me to come 
and sends my railroad fare.’ " 

In one of the homes for children the board 
found there was no adequate division of the 
sleeping apartments for the sexes. 

The cottage plan of building homes is rec- 
ommended where it is possible to obviate the 
tendency to destroy the home feeling.

Salt Rising Bread Easily Made. 


My specialty is salt rising bread. In every 
community there are those who will pay an 
extra price for old fashioned salt rising bread, 
especially if they are fond of bread and milk. 
It is easily made from spring wheat flour if one 
bears in mind the fact that it must be kept sev- 
eral degrees warmer than yeast bread, 

Thoroughly scald a bowl and spoon with a 
pinch of saleratus in the water and while the 
bowl is hot put in three tablespoons of fresh 
corn meal, one-fourth teaspoon of saleratus, 
one-half teaspoon of salt. Pour on boiling wa- 
ter and stir smooth, Prepare this at noon. 
Keep warm till next morning, when it will be 
light. To three pints of hot milk add just 
enough cold water to cool it sufficiently not to 
scald the flour which has been in the warming 
oven. Add milk rising and a spoon of salt to 
the required amount of flour and stir smooth. 
Set to rise and when light mix and form into 
loaves, or it may be set to rise a second time 
if preferred. Bake about three-fourths of an 
hour in a rather hot oven. Lard may be added 
to the wetting if desired.

Breakfast Caps. 

In these days of breakfast cans by buying 
your material in dozen or half dozen lots an in- 
expensive cap can be made for the outlay of 22 
cents. Same cap bought in the stores would 
cost from $1 to $1.50. Eighteen inches 
square of material with corners just rounded 
off, two yards lace one to one and one-half 
inches wide, nineteen inches tiny flat elastic, 
one yard ribbon for trimming. Each cap was 
faced with a narrow bias band of same material 
through whicl. the elastic was drawn, The rib- 
bon was caught to the cap at each side under 
the ribbon bow from the under side by tiny 
safety pins, which made the removal of the rib- 
bon for washing a very simple thing. Cross 
band dimity makes the best, as it Keeps clean 
longer. Out of your odds and ends of material 
you can generally make a cap by piecing them 
together with your odds and ends of lace, etc., 
making a truly “cap of no cost,” as it is of 
waste material. By an expenditure of 25 cents 
each these can be sold at a profit of 100 per cent 
or more.

Many Good Dishes of Milk. 

I am a widow with a boy of 7 years and a 
strong healthy one at that. I wash for a liv- 
ing. I live in a good neighborhood, where 
rents range from $18 to $85 per month, I have 
two rooms and gas for $7.50 a month, unfur- 
nished, and our bills only amount to about 


$5 a week for rent, coal, table, clothes, insur-. 


ance, and incidentals, But our clothes do not 
cost so much as most people's; that is where 
I save. I make all of them at night. I take 
any old pants that are given me and make 
my boy knickerbockers. I take old shirts 
that are worn around the neck and sleeves 
and make blouses out of them. I make the 
blouses with a neck band and have white col- 
lare for him. He wears his collars on one 
side one day and I turn them and he wears the 
other side the next day, so his collars only cost 
6 cents a week. : 

I buy milk, for a person can make lots of 
good dishes if they have milk, which costs 
less than other things you would have to buy 
and would do no more good as nourishment. 
I buy soap ahead and let it get hard and it 
will go twice as far. I do not throw out the 
milk I have left over. I save it in a mason 
jar and use it for sour milk. If I have a 
quart or so I make clabber cheese of it. We 
use quite a lot of macaroni; it will take the 
place of meat. 4 

If people would only find out these dishes 
they could cut their bills in two. I always 
buy good coffee, for you only have to usé 
abowt half as much as you do of cheaper 
grades and you don’t have to use an egg to 
settle it, either. I make cheaper cakes. I 
make quite a few apple sauce cakes, which 
use neither butter, eggs, nor milk, and oat- 
meal cookies, which use only flour, oatmeal, 
sugar, lard, and soda. They are fine. It 
doesn’t take eggs and butter for all kinds of 
good cakes and cookies, 

I do not buy high priced table linen. I 
watch the sales. I have recently bought three 
table cloths in remnants at 15 cents per yard 
which, where a little starch is used in the 
rinsing water, will look as good as a higher 
priced one and last longer. I am an American, 
too, Mrs. D. E. 8S. 
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market. Some days I make potato soup or 
potato pancabes: I buy potatoes in the fall, 
when If can get them for 12 or 15 cents per 
peck. I buy enough to Jast while they are 
0 cents.in the store in winter, so you see I 
get twice as much for the money. I buy best 
butter: a half pound laste me all week, be- 
cause I have jelly made from grapes, which 
I buy cheap in the fall. | 14 

I don't see why women cannot manage. I 
get little salary and still I always have 
enough. I do my own sewing, which helps 
lots; also sometimes make little things for 
others, : 

I have a dime bank started. People tell me 
I am a crackeriack. Maybe Iam. M. §&. H.

I claim that if the people—those most- 
ly dependent on income—pay strict attention 
to the many good suggestions of how to econ- 
omize given in this column daily by the many 
intelligent, self-sacrificing home makers who 
so kindly give their own experiences for the 
benefit of Gthers, they would be and are 
greatly benefited. I don’t say I have solved 
the high cost of living problem; but I have 
many ideas that I know would be of interest 
to others which my experience as a home- 
maker and all around business woman has 
taught me during many years. 

One of the firet and most important steps 
in fighting the cost of living is to keep a daily 
account of what is paid out and pay cash, if 
possible—or go without all but the most es- 
sential commodities until you can pay cash. 
The fact of seeing your expense account in 
black and white is what convinces and teach- 
es one to never buy anything one does not 
really need because it is cheap. The next im- 
portant step I take is to buy all I need in 
large quantities and at sales. I always find 
I need enough of goods to make up the re- 
aquired amount in order to get the reduced 
price. I then buy my vegetables myself and 
carefully see that nothing Is wasted and every 
ounce of food carefully prepared for use,

Elizabeth Cady Stanton Guild Adopts 
Resolutions Citing George Wash- 
ington and National Constitution.

Taft to explain why he classifies the United 
States as a Christian nation. The resolu- 
tions follow: 

“Whereas, In his last message to con- 
gress President Taft advises that we ‘ clothe 
ourselves with sufficient naval power to give 
weight to our influence in those directions of 
progress that a powerful Christian nation 
should advocate '; and, 

** Whereas, In the treaty with Tripoli signed 
by George Washington as president occurs 
the declaration ‘The government of the 
United States is in no sense founded on the 
Christian religion ’; and, 

“ Whereas, The first amendment to the con- 
stitution states that congress shall make no 
laws respecting an establishment of religion; 
and, 

“ Whereas, The constitution itself provides 
that no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office of public trust 
under the United States; be it 

“ Resolved, That we respectfully ask Pres- 
ident Taft upon what evidence he bases his 
assertion the United States is a Christian 
country.”’ }

Springfield, If], Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme court today ordered,that Benjamin 
M. Thomas of Chicago be suspended from 
the practice of law fora year. His resump- 
tion of practice, the court specified, will be at 
the order and discretion of the Supreme 
court, though one year has been announced 
as the approximate tenure of suspension. 
Thomas was charged by the Chicago Bar as 
sociation with refusing to make an account- 
ing for a collection of $142.70 for a New York 
client until forced to do so through prosecu- 
tion.

OPPOSITION IS BEATEN. 


Attack on Legality of 
the Congress. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

At a. jlargely attended congress of the 
American Trotting association held at the 
Auditerium hotel yesterday a new code of 
rules and bylaws was adopted, and a num- 
ber of e old rules were eliminated. or 
changed in an important manner. 
It wap expected considerable opposition 
to the rules as amended and submitted by 
the rules committee would develop, and there 
was quite a spirited attack, led by a dele- 
gate from Indiana, on the legality of the con- 
gress itnelf. The contention of the insur- 
gents wee that inasmuch as the trotting 
association originally was incorporated in 
Michigen and only recently had qualified 
under the Illinois law no valid action could 
be taken at this time. On this point Vice 
President Gill of Milwaukee made some 
fHliuminating statements which so thoroughly 
convinced a majority of the delegates they 
were legally capable of acting on the matters 
in question that they voted to go ahead. 


| Use of Proxies Barred. 
An attempt to preyent the use of proxies 
was summarily squelched, and by that time 
it was evident the opposition te the admin- 
istration would not win any heats. When 
the revised rules were taken Up number 1 
ef the follection, which provided how the 
rules and bylaws should be enforced by 
ell racetracks, was attacked. A resolution 
ordering drastic application of the code was 
offered and attacked by some who explained 
that lo¢al conditions had much to do with 
making|or marring a trotting meeting, and 
the representative of thirteen Canadian 
tracks gaid his constituents would quit cold 
unless @ more flexible rule was put In the 
books, the one submitted by the rules com- 
mittee suiting him. The matter was put 
over until the end of the session and then 
the “elastic” mandate, which common 


sense demanded, was adopt ed. ; 
Then the rules, were read one by one— 
about 200 of them, and in most cases they 

dopted without change. When the quer 
rte i tater A came up there was no deposition 
to continge last year’s rule, swhieh provided ter 
their abolition by 1916. Finally { wae moved 
that “‘the straps" be barred from, races for 3 
year olds and under, end this wae done.

INAUGURAL AT PALACE. 
‘No Oath of Office Taken; Parade 


to City Hall Showered ~ 
“with Flowers, 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—Raymonéd Poincare today 


took over the office of president of the French 


republic from Armand Fallieres, who retired 
after serving his full term of seven years. 
The ceremony was of the simplest. 
President Poincare listened while M. Fal- 
eres said: “I transfer to you the powers 
of the state.” Then in a clear voice he re- 
piled: “I consecrate myself fo the service of 


the republic.” 

The ceremony took place in the palace of 
the Elysée. Premier Briand shortly after 2 
o'clock in the afternoon called at the private 
residence of the president elect. The two 
then proceeded in a four horse open carriage. 


Simple Ceremony at Palace. 

M. Faliieres, the retiring president, with 
Emile Loubet, the only other living ex-presi- 
dent of the French republic, received M. 
Poincare on the steps of the palace and 
walked .with him to the reception hall. 

No oath of office was taken and no oration 
made. Just a few courteous sentences were 
uttered by M. Fallieres and these were an- 
swered simply by M. Poincare. Then they 
kissed each other on both cheeks, and the 
same moment the guns on the Place des 
Invalides began to thunder a salute, announ- 
cing that the presidency had changed hands. 

Gen. Georges A. Florentin. grand chancel- 
lor of the Legion of Honor, then tnvested 
President Poincare with the insigna of 
grandmaster of the order. Oddly enough, 
President Poincare, although he had recom- 
mended many hundreds of people for the 
decoration, had never unti! today received. 
the ribbon, even of the lowest grade. 


Street Crowds Throw Flowers, 

As President Poincare, accompanied by 
his two predecessors, Armand Fallieres and 
Emile Loubet, left the palace many thous- 
and bouquets were thrown at them by work- 
ing girls, who took off their nosegays and 
tossed them into the carriage. 

At the same time an aviator with his 
aeroplane freighted with fresh blossoms 
dropped them from a great height along the 
route to the city hall. There a luncheon 
had been prepared by the city councilors for 
the new president.

EFFORT TO HALT -PRICTION,

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The tension between 
Roumania and Bulgaria in connection with 
the Balkan situation has become acute.

Roumenia's latest proposal is that Bulgaria 
should cede to it the Black sea coast as far 
as Cape Kali Akra as well as the town of 
Baltchik, and in this case Roumania would 
forego its demand for the Bulgarian town 
of Silistria.

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CASH CALL STILL SLOW 


Coarse Grains Weaken After 
Early Upturn; Provisions 
Close Shade Higher. 


Higher cables and a more bullish tenor to 
the foreign news generally steadied wheat 
early yesterday, but there was no urgent 
buying demand owing to the forecast for 
more unsettled weather over the entire dis- 
trict. Snow or rain is indicated for most of 
the winter wheat, and as much of the recent 
buying has been stimulated by the dry 
weather talk, there was more or less selling 
pressure. Late in the day the market eased 
off further and closed %@%c down for the 
day. 

Foreign markets were influenced by the 
firmer offerings of Canadian and Plate 
wheat, by the unfavorable political news, 
an. because of the firmer tone on this side 
Mondey. Liverpool was 4@%c higher; Ant- 
werp, %c up; Berlin, %c higher; and Buda- 
pest %c up. Buenos Aires was unchanged 
to Y%c off at the opening. Crop conditions 
abroad were reported Jess fevorable in some 
countries. 


Pit Sentiment More Bearish. 

With the prospects good for precipitation 
there was a much more optimistic note dis- 
Played in the crop advices. Few in the trade 
believe there has been any damage of con- 
Sequence to the winter wheat crop so far, 
and until the drought is prolonged into the 
growing season there will be but little genu- 
ine anxiety, Southwestern reports were ex- 
tremely favorable as a rule. 

The cash demand does not improve ma- 
tially, and miners appear to be able to 
supply their needs easily without drawing 
heavily org supplies at terminal centers. 
Local shipping sales were only 20,000 bu. at 
Minneapolis cash prices were a shade firmer, 
with a good demand from the mills. Receipts 
there were considerably smaller than a 
year ago, and stocks Increased only 50,000 bu 
for three days. Total northwest receipts 
were 370 cars, compared to 366 cars a year 
ago, and Winnipeg had 408 cars, compared to 
508 cars a year ago. 3 


Receipts Continue Heavy. 


Total primary receipts continue liberal, due to the 
continued big arrivals in the southwest, the total 
at western points for the day being 821,000 bu, com- 
pered to 656,000 bu a yeerago. Arrivals here were 
140 cars, with T7 cars inspectea yesterday. Clear- 
ances foi the day were 546,000 bu wheat and flou 
most of which was from this country, Canadian 
shipmente from United States ports being compar- 
atively light. 

Kmight-McDougal and Hulburd-Warren-Chan- 
dier were early sellers and later the offerings be- 
came quite general. Bailey, Canby, Lamson, Ben- 
nett, and Noyes-Jackson were fair buyers. 


Corn has Late Setback. 


Corn had fair support early, but later there was 
considerable local selling owing to the break in 
wheat. Prices finished W@\c to %ec off. Receipts 
were 1,329 cars and the inspection yesterday shows 
664 cars. Country offerings were reported liberal 
and the shipping demand was not se brisk. Total 
shipping sales were 120,000 bu Prices in the sam- 
bie market were steady to a shade higher. 

The seaboard reported 20 loads of corn taken for 
export. Cables were unchanged to \4 off for fu- 
tures, but Plate spot corn was 1d higher. Est‘~ 
mates of the Argentine surplus now range from 
128,000,000 to 144,000,000 bu, according to the late 
cables. Primary receipts were 1,828,000 bu, against 
1,677,000 bu a year ago. Clearances were fair at 
469,000 bu. Weather conditions continue mild, re- 
ducing the feeding requirements on the farm. 


Oats Have Steady Tone. 


Oats opened steady and held firm most of the 
Gay, Armour being given the credit for zupporting 
the market.* Selling was scattered. Last prices 
were a shade up to 4c off. There was some selling 
late in the day on the weakness in other grains. 
Cash prices were steady, with fair offerings and a 
moderate demand. Shipping sales were light at 
95,000 bu. Receipts here were 888 cars, with 205 
cars for today. Primary receipts were 904,000 bu, 
er 128,000 bu more than a year ago. 


Hog Products Show Strength. 


Hog products opened with sharp gains, due to 
the light hog receipts and the 10c advance at the 
yards.

The popularity of the Pennsylvania rail- 
way among Chicago public officials is not 
great. Its proposal, backed by the Burling- 
ton, Alton, and St. Paul roads, to locate their 
new terminal on the west side north of Jack- 
son boulevard is not in much favor with the 
aldermen. as 

Incidentally the aldermen will have conald- 
erable to say about the terminal. One cost- 
ing $85,000,000 means the vacation of streets 
and alleys and franchises for tunnels and 
conduits under other public thoroughfares. 
To get these application must be made tothe 
council. Without them the plans for the 
Union passenger station must materially be 
changed, and in certain quarters it is con- 
tended it practically would be impossible to 
construct he station on any elaborate scheme. 


Twelve Aldermen Express Views. 

Twelve aldermen who happened to be in 
the committee rooms yesterday afternoon 
consented to express their opinions. Unani- 
mously they are opposed to a west side pas- 
senger station, unless the Chicago plan com- 
mission approves of it. 

If the commission vetoes the Pennsylvania 
plan, the aldermen promised to.work and 
vote in harmony with the coimiseion’s 
ideas. Some of them even wént further 
They said they believed the fundamental 
principles of the Chicago plan are highly 
advantageous to the growth of the city and 
they will oppose deviating from them. Others 
propose to block every permit asked for by 
the rajlroads for improvements until they 
show that the scheme of the Chicago plan 
commission is not feasible. 

‘*“Tam not acquainted with the plansof the 
Pennsylvania company, except as they have 
appeared in the newspapers,”’ said Ald. Wil- 
liam F. Ryan. “ That forms the basis of 
one of my impressions regarding them. If 
they harmonize so well with the Chicago 
plan, why should they not tell about their 
scheme fn detail and give their explanations 
and reasons on every point? 


Relies on Plan Commission. 

“The Chicago plan commission is com- 
posed of residents of the city—men of intel- 
ligence and wide experience, especially in 
practical matters. Their conclusion and 
judgment would haye considerable weight 
with me. I believe they are working for the 
interest of Chicago. There may be some 
question whether railway officials who live 
in Pittsburgh and come to Chicago occasion- 
ally can have as keen appreciation of our 
neecs as men who live here continuously.” 

“You can count me as against that west 
side depot scheme," said Ald. James Bowler. 
“We should have one large termina! at 
Twelfth street, or south of there. You also 
can count on me as doing everything in my 
power to put the station at Twelfth atreet.” 


Criticises the Pennsylvania. 

“The Pennsylvania is not popular with 
my people,” said Ald. John H. Helwig. ‘* The 
Fort Wayne system has had a large station 
for thirty years at Park Manor, Sixty-minth 
street, and Anthony avenue. Many resi- 
dents of the city moved out there to get the 
Fort Wayne service downtown. They have 
built their homes, and now the station has 
been closed. 

“The residents of my ward do not fee! 
kindly toward the Pennsylvania. You would 
have difficulty in making them beNeve the 
road is considering public convenience in lo- 
cating its station on the west side, when the 
Chicago plan commission says that it would 
be more advantageous to have the station at 
Twelfth street.” 

“I have been listening to the plan com- 
mission, Jarvis Hunt, and others until I am 
convinced that Twelfth street is the place for 
the railway terminal,” said Ald. Capitain. 


Mayer Favors Forcing the Issue. 

My attitude ts like that of Ald. Capitain,"’ 
added Ald. Mayer. ‘A centra) union ter- 
If it is im- 
practicable let the roads show it. Until 
they do that, let us stick with the Chicago 
plan commission."’ 

“It is time, in my opinion, that the rai)- 
roads cater a little to the public,” comment- 
ed Ald. Hazen. ‘ Unless the Chicago plan 
commission sanctions the selection of the 
site for the new station why should the al- 
dermen? Why should the railroad select the 
sites upon which they can do business most 
conveniently, cheaply, and advantageously, 
while crowding other business of the city ?’’ 

“IT am with the commission's plan,” said 
Ald. Hyldah!. “I have sufficient confidence 
in the commission to be influenced by ite 
decision. The commission is in favor of 
the city. The railroads are in favor of them- 
selves. If they assert they are trying to 
aid in the development of Chicago why don’t 
they show their hand?” 

Ald. Wilson, Toman, and Bergen said they 
favored the new station at Twelfth street.
